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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The repeated arguments regarding the 103 
rejection have again been considered but are not persuasive. The affidavits filed under 37 CFR 1.132 are insufficient to establish non- 
obviousness and commercial success. Evidence of commercial success must demonstrate that: 1) the product is a commercial success 
(relative market share, not absolute sales in a vacuum), 2) there is a nexus between the invention and the commercial success (that the 
success is not simply due to advertising or other factors not related to the merits of the invention), and 3) that the showing is 
commensurate in scope with the claims. In re Thompson, 545 F.2d 1290, 192 USPQ 275 (CCPA 1976); In re Noznick, 478 F.2d 1260, 
178 USPQ 43 (CCPA 1973). Evidence which addresses the number of sales, without providing market share information, is insufficient to 
establish commercial success. In re Baxter Travenol Labs, 952 F.2d 388, 21 USPQ2d 1281 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 
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
